2 dayes, is not by wheeling off (as formerly) bur by charging through. Every man having his drawn ſword 
in his bridle-hand, fires his Carbine or Piſtol: the Carbine ar 1 2- ,or 1 5. footdiftance, and the Piſtol fo near as 
bath been ſhewed before in Part 1. Chap. 29. the Carbine levelled at the knees of the enemies horſe, becauſe the 
powder naturally , and alſo the leaſt motion of the horſe, uſe to-raiſe the muzzle of the piece. Having fired, he 
preſently is to betake him to his ſword ( unleſſethe enemy by wheeling off, gives' him leaſure and opportuniry 
w uſe his ſecond Piſtsll) and fo to charge him on the flank or.rear, and to fight ar his beſt advantage. To this 
end; the Officers muſt be vety carefull ro, exerciſe their Troops frequently, eſpecially in a regimentall way ( as 
the ſole mearis, under God, co make them victorious ) obſerving to keep theis Troops cloſe frried; to leave fir 
diſtances berween each Troop, Regiment, and Brigade; to relieve each other orderly; ro recreat(upon occafion) 
in due order into their appointed interyalls, and to ayoid confuſion;

For the ſecond, there muſt be an exquiſite obſeryance of the orders given, and not a man to diſ- 
band. Suppoſe the enemy hath 1000. horſe and you bur 500, you may fitly divide your forces in- 
to five troops, The firſt having ſurpriſed the Corps-du-guard (as before mentioned) ſhall from 
thence paſſe to the market-place, with reſolution to ſuſtain any cefiftance which they ſhall meer 
with, - The ſecond troop ( perceiving the quiarter inveſted ) ſhall follow upon the gallop cloſely 
united, and finding no refiftance, ſhall poſleſſe the alarm place,and ſend ſome horſe to run through 
the ſtreers, to keep the ſouldiers in; and to hinder them from mounting on horſeback. 

The third ſhall come fairly on to the (aid place,and fo the fourth; which(lexving the third there 
firm) ſhall haſten co the place where they heare the moſt noiſe : then ſhall they alight and enter 
the houſes, putting to the ſword what'enemies they find, The running of theſe horſe through the 
ſtreets, c—_ che ſouldiers to mount, will ſurely make them think rather * of eſcaping by fright 
through the gardens or otherwiſe, then of refiſting : neither can there ( in ſuch a tumult ) be g 
orders given or obſerved. Therefore the fifth troop hearing the noiſe ceaſe, may conjeRure there 
is no need of their help to take the village; and fo ſhall divide themſelves into ewo parts, and inyi- 
ron the quarter on the outhide, to higder the enemies flight on foot. The horſe-boyes may fire a 
houſe or two, eſpecially where the enemy ſhall endeayour to fortifie; then (as the ſouldiers) to en- 
ter the houſes to pillage and take priſoners, &c. 

. Another way of aſfailing the quarter, is this: The enemies camp removing, the Chief or Ca- 
ptain muſt labour to inform himſelf of the place. where he purpoſeth to lodge that night ; and 
where the quarter for the Cavallry ſhall be: which may eafily be learned, becauſe overnight ir is 
uſually publiſhed: or having good knowledge of the countrey, he may conjeture it. He muſt 
conſider the number of his enemies hor{e,and of his own, and though he be inferiour by half (as 
beforeſaid ) yet.may his enterpriſe rake good effeR, if it be well carried. He mutt fir the time fo 
e juſtly, as that he may come to the enemies quarter in the evening, before the guards be diſpoſed, 
or the orders given. And if the diſtance were ſuch, as that he muft march when the enemy march- 
eth; he ſhall depart from his quarter with all ſecceſte, and * pretend to march to ſome other place, 
taking a way contrary to that which leaderh ro the place intended, And (when he thinketh fir) 


he ſhall face about, and march on the flank of the enemy as covertly as may be. But to do this, # 


ewo things muſt be obſerved ; xr. That your march be through your friends countrey. 2. Thar 
you have more then one ſpice in the enemies Cavyallry, ſo as they be not able to ftirre without your 
nowledge.

CHAP. vi, 
Of ordering the troops for combat, by ſingle companies. 


Rom we come to ſhew the ſeverall forms of bartel which may be uſed among the Cavallrie, 
it will be fit to ſpeak of their ſeverall kinds of fighting; which they are to be praRtiſed in apart 
by themſelves, before they be joyned with the grofle, 

If a companie of Lances were to fight againſt foot , chey were not to give their charge in an 
united bodie (neither upon this ; nor any occaſion whatſoever ) becaufe even the ſecond rank of 
them hardly doth any certain execution; bur they were to charge them rank after rank, wheeling 
off to the rear; to that end keeping large diftances berween rank and rayk. The fame order they 
were to obſerve, if they fought againft horſe upon the offenſive. For the defenſive, the companie 
(conſiſting of 64.as before, Part. 1. Chap. 19.) might order themſelves in this manner. Two ranks 
(of cight in rank ) ſhould face to the front: rwo to either flank, and rwo to the rear; leaving an 
open 1quare ſpace in the midille, oy all ſtanding back towards back, faced every way, to receive 
the charge whereſoever the enemie ſhall give on. 

The lame manner might be uſed in greater bodies , as ſhould ſeem good to the skilfull Com- 
mander.. If the Lances were to fight againſt Cuirafiers, * they were (by ewo ranks together) to 
ferch their careers , and fo to charge them, eſpecially 6n the flanks arid rear : every ſecond rank 
fordearing the ſhock, cill the firſt had done it, and was wheeled off, 

If one companie of Cuirafhers be to fight againſt another, your enemie charging you in full 
career, you are to make a * Carracoll, that is, you divide your bodie by the half ranks, and fo ſud- 
denly open to the right and left ; ſo as the enemie pafſeth through you, and you (facing inward) 
charge him on the flanks, as is ſhewed in Figure 6. Patt. 4. Or it rwo companies fight agaioft 
ewo other, then they oblerye the ſame manner, but keeping each companie entire, as may be ſeen 
in the ſame figure. | | | 

Ir is alſo to be done by the Carracoll firſt, and then (the enemie being within you) to wheel to

If the Infanterie be ordered into ſeverall bartaillons , the horſe are to charge then where they 
perceive them moſt open and naked. Bur if the foot have poſſeſſed themyelves of ſome place of ad- 
vantage, as ſome wood, trench, or covert way , then the horſe are nor to charge them ; chough 
equall, or ſomewhat ſaperiour to them in number, in reſpect of ſuch advantage.
